COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

THE performances at thisTheatre, last nigbt, were the Tragedy 
of The Bridal, and the new grand Romance of Joan of Are, 
the latter of which is by far the most attractive Spectacle pro- 
duced for many years, combining an interesting story, extremely 
well made out,with gorgeous tableaux,battlas,'a coronation, splen- 
did costumes, and beautiful scenery. The story of Joan of Arc has 
often been dramatized before, not only on our stage, but also in 
France and Germany, and Mr. Serle, the author of the present 
Drama, has borrowed from Schiller’s celebrated Tragedy Jung 
Frau Von Orleans, some ideas in working out the incidents in 
the life of his heroine; we do not, however, mean to blame him, 
for he deserves great credit for the skill with which he has ar- 
ranged the dramatic action of his Drama, and his dialogue is well 
written. Asa Spectacle it is truly beautiful ; the battle under 
the walls of the City of Orleans is the best mimic representation 
of the horrors of war ever exhibited on any stage ; the troops 
are numerous on both sides, and the brandishing of arms, the 
roaring of cannon, the scaling ladders, manned with the besiegers, 
and tke shouts of the conquerors, give such an apperance of reality, 
that it is difficult to believe that it is merely ascenic representation. 
Another thing was equally fine in effect, we mean the sudden 
appearance of the English soldiers from behind a rocky defile, 
into which Joan and her followers are led by the Fiend ; every 
tree aud shrub gives forth a warrior armed cap 4 pie, and the 
whole stage, to an interminable distance, bristles with glittering 
swords and spears. ‘The whole mise en scene of this piece re- 
flects the highest honor on the taste, the talent, and the liberality 
of the lessee, under whose direction the whole of the stage ar- 
rangements have been made.
